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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-33 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1,3 and 3 1 are 
allowable for at least the reason that the prior art fails to teach or fairly suggest a waveguide-type 
optical device comprising the substrate having waveguides and a trench as further combined with 
the electrodes arranged as claimed. Claims 7, 9, 1 1-13 and 32 are allowable for at least the 
reason that the prior art fails to teach or fairly suggest a manufacturing method of a waveguide- 
type optical device comprising the forming steps for a linear trench and electrode pair as 
claimed. Claims 14 and 24 contain allowable subject matter for at least the reason that the prior 
art of record fails to teach or fairly suggest a waveguide-type optical device, or method of 
manufacture therefor, comprising the trench having a surface-normal active optical device with 
associated support member as claimed. The remaining claims are allowable by virtue of their 
dependency.
